A U. 8. Sheriff Boards a Mexican 
Gunboat to Arrest the Com-. — 
mander. 


Rifles are Leveled, Guns Prepared, and 
the Scene Exciting—The Sherif ~~ 
Retires. 


SAN FRANCISCO, December 8.—A few days 
ago a Mexican, Clodoniero Cota, was arrested 
under an extradition on a charge offfelony. A 
writ of habeas corpus was got out, and the 
Judge of the Superior Court ordered the 
commander of the Mexican gunboat Dem- 
ocrata, to whose charge the prisoner had 
been turned over,to produce bim in court. 
The commander refused, alleging want of 
jurisdiction. The court then sent the §Sher- 7 
iffto the gun boats with two warrants, one ‘Sag 
for Clodoniero, the other for the arrest of the 4 
commander for contempt of court. 


The Sheriff and party returnedfrom a visit 
to the Mexican gun- boat Democrata at about 
10:50. Two boats with Sheriff Desmond and, 
two deputies, Cota’s Brother and a number 
of representatives of the press left the wharf 
about 7:30. On arriving within about halt a 
cable length of the Democrata they were 
bailed and ordered to keep off. Cota rose in 
the boat and hailed the steamer, whea his 
voice was recognized, a swivel zun was train 
ed on the boat, and a party of marines jump- 
ed on the bridge and brought their rifles to 
bear. In a few minutes a boat put off from 
the Democrata with an officer and a squad of 
marines. After a brief conference the Sher- 
iff was transferred to the Mexican 
boat and taken on board the Democrata. & 
long interview ensued on board. The Sheriff 
served bis warrant for the arrest of Senor 
Ceriso, commander of the vessel, but that 
officer refused to submitand retired to his 
s¢ate-room, and a marine was stationed at 
the door, who, onthe Sheriff attempting to 
enter, threatened to run him through 
with his bayonet. The Sheriff finally 
returned to his boat and be pulled ashore. 
The Democrata has steam up ready to leave. 
It is not yet Known whether her departure 
will be permitted. The United States steam 
corvettes Pensacola and Alaska are anchored 
outside of the Democrata,and a boat from the 
former boardedthe gunboat just after the 
Sheriff withdrew, but the nature of the con- 
ference is unknown. |

How Eyes Are Made—Co 
tics for Dogs and Horses. 
From the New York News. 


“The French no longer monopolize the 
manufacture of glass eyes,“ observed a 
Broad v ay optician to a Sundav News report- 
er. We are, or rather one New Yorker is, 
making as perfect ones now as were ever 
turged out of any of the French factories,and 
it will not be many months before our mark- 
et will be supplied with eyes of home manu- 
facture. Ishipa great many to South and 
Central America,and where I had to keep the 


supply up with imported stock, last year, I 
am pow sending more than balfof American 


make away. My shipments are almost all to 
private customers. Is the business an ex- 
tensive one’ It is much more so than you 
suppose. I don't know whether gouging ts 
a favorite amusement in Buenos Ayres now, 
or not, but i sent several gross of eyes to that 
place alone, last year, and nearly as many to 
Rio Javeiro.”’ 

The seerets of the manufacture of glass 
eves are very jealously-guarded ones every 
manufacturer claiming to possess the sole 
recipe for the composition of the limpid 
enumels which so closely approach nature in 
the colors they impart to the artificial optic. 
Most of them do have special formula for the 
manufacture of their enamels, the result of 
extensive experimentalizing, and which thev 
set high value on. The general method of 
glass-eve making, nowever, is by no. means 
as mysterious as itis interesting. 

Artificial optics are made, iu the first place, 
upon a very minute description of the eye 
whose loss they’are to conceal. The color, 
shape, size, and general appearance of the 
sound eye are specified as closelyas pos- 
sible, together with the depth and dimensions 
of the empty socket and thesize ofthe stump. 
For it must be known that there is always, or 
almost always, a muscular remnant of a lost 
eve, to which the hollow of the glass substi- 
tute is titted. Thanks to this stump, the 
wearer of a glass eve may move it about al- 
most as naturally as if it were a real one. 

Artificial eyes nowadays are only a light 
shell of enamel, differing very muc in form 
according to their wearers. They are all 
made by hand, nomold of any kind being 
used, and the -artificers become so expert 
that a-good workman wil produce an infinite 
number of eyes so identical in form, size and 
color that it is impossible to distinguish be- 
tween, nh no other tool than his breath and 
hands. 
made to be placed under the eyelid. They 
consist of two distinct shells, the exterior 
one,which presents the aspect of the natural 
eye, and the interior, or lining one, which is 
fitted to the stump. The workman labors 
at atable on which is a lamp, to whose flame 
the blast of a bellows worked with the foot 
gives a pointed jet of the varying strength he 
may require. 

The tirst process consists of heating the end 
of a hollow tube of colorless crystal, which 1s 
then blown into a ball. This transparent 
shell is colored to imitate the sclerotica or 
white of the eye with enamels, applied while 
the class is still a vitreous paste. The tint of 
the white varies from avery clear one toa 
bilious yellow, according as the person who is 
to wear it has his other eye to match. 
To such a fine point is this coloring 
business carried that it is ak- 


| firmed to be a very rare thing that glass eyes 


for any two different people are exactly alike. 
When the scierotica is tinished, a round hole 
is made in the center to receive the globe of 
the eye. This varies in size even as the white 
does in color. In washing the globe the iris 
is first formed out of several amalgamated 
enamels. Inthe center of this iris the pupil 
is fixed in black enamel, encircled with its 
aureola, and finished by the delicate tracery 
of those infinitely small fibers which are found 
in the iris of the naturaieye. The eye globe, 
when finished, is soldered into the opening in 
the eclerotica shell, and the optic is, after a 
little gereral fixing up, complete. 
Artificial eves are nearly as old as history. 
When an ancient Egyptian lost an eye he re- 
placed it witha kind of painted bandage, 
concealing the socket of the lost member. 
Laier on a metallic shel! was invented to fit 
under theeyelid. Glass eyes seem to have 
been first made atthe commencement of the 
present century. The earliest glass eyes were 
solid, the pu ij and iris being paimted bn the 
rear surface with oil colors. But these, like 
the rude work of the ancients. were a very 
one with any eyes to see with.

Glasseyes 
have been made tosupply the gaps left by ac- 
cident in the heads of both dogs aad horses, 
and these animals learn to wear them, it is 
averred, as comfortably as their masters can. 
It would be about the right thing now for 
some one to invent false teeth for the same 
brute benefit.

Ifthe French have gained the supremacy 
ofthe world in the matter of artificial eye - 
mah ing, there is one sort of optics whicn 
they do not control the manufacture of. One 


of the oddest industries of Birmingham, Eu- 


giand, is the manufacture of dolls’ eyes. 
Several thousands of people are employed at 
this * oaegeat A insignificant industry. Its 
origin there was told by the pioneer manu- 
facturer before a committee of the House of 
Commons as follows: 

.“*Kighteen years ago on my first visit to 
London, a respectable-looking man in the city 
asked me if I could supply him with dolls’ 
eyes, and I was foolish enough to feel baif 
effended. I thought it derogatory to my new 
dignity asa manufacturer to make dolls’ 
eyes. He took me into àa room quite as wide 
and twice as long as this (one of the large 
rooms for committees in the House of Com- 
mons). and we had just room 
to walk between the stacks, from the 
floor to the ceiling, of parts of dolis. He said 
these were only the legs and arms, the trunks 
were below; butl saw enough to convince 
me that he wanted a great many eyes, and, 
as the articles appeared quite in my own 
line of. business, I said 1 would take an or- 
der by way of experiment, and he showed 
me several specimens. I copied the order, 
and, on returning to the Travistock Hotel, I 
found it amounted to upward of £500. ”’

Abolition of Millstones. 
Correspondence Chicago Tribune. 


[ found all the Minneapolis millers taking 
out their millstones and substituting stee! 
rollers in their places. Wheat, by the new 
Hungarian process, is not ground but 
cracked. These roilers are about thirty inch- 
es long and eight inches in diameter. It takes 
five sets of steel rollers to finish the flour. 
Each set of rollers runs closer than the pre- 
ceding. After the wheat passes each set of 
rollers it is bolted or sifted through coarse 
cloth. This cloth lets the disintegrated par- 
ticles of wheat through, and passes off the 
bulky and large pieces, which are run through 
another and acloser set of rollers, and cracked 
egain. The last rollers have little else but 
wheat hulls and the waxy germs of the wheat 
which do not crack up, but smash down like 
a — ce of wax. The germ of a kernel of 
wheat is not good food. It makes flour black.

By the new 
system of cracking the kernel instead of 
grinding it, this germ is not ground, but flat- 


tened out, and sifted or bolted out, while the

A Benefit for Officer Walsh's Family. 
ST. LOUIS, December §. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

las well as every other good citizen feel 
heartily sorry at the way in which Police Ofti- 
cer Walsh met his death, and am one of many 
citizens who will heartily joinin any move- 
ment to help bis afflicted family and aged fa- 
ther and mother,whose main support he was, 
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Burning of the Theatre Comique 
Shortly After Noon To-Day. 


Description of the Fire—Incidents—In- 
surance and Losses— History of 
the Theater. 


The Comique, the oldest theater building in 
the city, is tbis afternoon a complete wreck, 
the fire which was discovered at 12:50 having 
completely gutted it. The staunen front wulle 
are standing. They were built in the olden 
days of honest masonry, when buildings were 
putuptostay. As to the interior, all sem- 
blance ot the cosy theater has disappeared. 
ne debris is still burning briskly, 
and halt-frozen firemen are playing 


upon the giaringand fitfully blazing mass, 
At the north end of the building the debries 
is piled higher than elsewhere. That is where 
the stage stood—an illustrious stage whieh 
has cchoed the footsteps ot the eider Booth, 
Forrest, old Ben De Bar, Matilda Herron and 
other lights of the stage long since passed 
away, bug which has ot later years swayed to 
the nimble antics the acrobatic 
song aud dance artist or the merry tread of the 
ballet. The galleries have tallen away and are 
buried beneath the wreck of the root, which 
fell in with a crash at 1:30, and a portion of 
the east wall, which came soon after. The 
scenery andthe curtains went off in a glory of 
sparks in the early stages of the fire. 
A detective started the 
fire under the stage. The stage 
wardrobes of the army of performers 
engaged in the theater were on the stage 
when the fire broke out. Nothing was saved, 
andthe actors can only console themselves 
with a beliefin the truth of the indestruct 
ibilityofmatter. in the eurly stages of the 
fire the smoke was so dense as to prevent the 
firemen from entering the building. The em- 
ployes, who firstendeavored to save some of 
the furniture, were driven out by the suf- 
focating volumes of smoke. That was 
while the scenery with its coarse Canvass 
backing was burning. When the flamesclimb- 
ed the light wood prosceniums and then crept 
around the three galleries and set the chairs 
and benches on fire the smoke was lessened. 
It was while the fire was at this stage that a 
reporter made his way with some vénturesome 
firemen to the main en'fanc3 and 
looked in upon a blaztng, seething 
he)l. Every part ot the theater 
was on fire. The flames, carried upward by 
the strong draughtthrough the ventilator in 
the dome, converged all one way, and when 
the guard to the ventilator was burned away, 
the great volume cf flame went crackling and 
roaring upward through the roof, many teet 
inthe air. The work of destruction was going 
on with inconceivable’ rapidity. Vain- 
ly did the firemen dwect their 
powerful streams at 
THE BURNING SEATS AND GALLERIES 

until, warned by the crack of the latter as they 
began to tall away in sections, they were 
forced to yield their vantage and retire to the 
outside and fight the flames through the win- 
dows. Many of the attacheesof the theater 
roomed in the small building between the 
theater proper and the Globe- Democrat Duild- 
ing. The fire was slow in communicating to 
this point, and the Salvage Coil ps 
with the assistance of employes ot the house 
and volunteer citizens succeeded in removing 
nearly all the furniture in the more accesai- 
ble rooms. It was impossible to reach the rear 
apartments, and their contents went down 
with the general wreck that tollowed. Geo. 
W. Reed, stage manager of the theater, had 
$300 worth of wardrobe in one of the rooms. 
The firemen never worked 80 
hard or under such cheerless 
surroundings. The weather was intensely 
coid and the spray trom the hose streams 
froze asit tell. The firemen looked as though 
cladin mail. The ladders were covered with 
ice, and the benumbed fire-fighters slipped as 
they wentupthem, several narrow escapes 
being noted. Chief Sexton was on the ground 
in person cheering his suffering men by his 
—.— exumple, for he worked as hard as any of 

hem. 

SOME FEARS WERE ENTERTAINED 
for the safety of the Globe-Democrat building 
at one time, and the fire brigade of that estab- 
lishment manned the stand pipes and stood 
ready to fight tne red demon should he get 
beyond his bounds. Several gentlemen were 
very anxious for the buildings immediately 
east and facing upon Tnird street, but the 
Chief ordered 2 line of hose to 
be run up on the buildings 
andtbey werethen considered out of dang- 
er. There was considerable delay in getting 
water upon the fire, owing tothe fact that 
the water in the fine street main was shut off, 
while repairs were being made at the corner 
of Fourth and Pine streets. Ten minutes were 
wasted before the key was found. Fully tive 
minutes were wasted beforethe alarm was 
turned in, after Elliot, the barkeeper, 
discoveredthe fire. lle searched the neiga- 
borhood before he could find a policeman. 
The bnroing of the Comique just at this time 
will prove a varticularly sad misfortune to 
Manager Smith. The season is atits height 
and, after baving been run down by former 
management, Mr. Smith had just begun to 
make some money. He has a very strong 
company on hand, all of whom lose the great- 
er part of their wardrobes, which in the case 
ot the lady performers are very valuable. 
ON SUNDAY NIGHT 

Col. Thomas E. Sneibaker, ot Cincinati, was 
to have opened witb hfs Vaudeville Company 
ot forty-three pertormers. They will be 
forced to lie idle next week. Mr. Smith was 
unable in the excitement that attended the 
event to-day to state what his next move 
would be. In all probability the theatre would 
be rebuilt. He has his people engaged forthe 
entire season abead, and may, 
pending the rebuilding ofthe theatre, secure 
some hall in which the regular entertain- 
ments will be continued. It will be seen by 
reterence tothe report published elsewhere 
that theloss is well covered by insurance.

Scene from Adjacent Roofs. 

Within ten minutes from the breaking out ot 
the flre firemen with axes and grapnel ar- 
rangements for drawing up a pipe entered the 
store of M. M. Buck on Third street and 
mounted to the roof. A POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter accompanied them. Already the smoke 


in the four-story building was so dense that 
sight was impossible, anda boy familiar with 
the halls and stairways bad to be procured to 
lead the firemen to the roof. Whenit was 
reached the smoke was too blinding for them 
to remain. The wind took the 
whole volume of smoke directly over 
the building. The Salvage Corps 
went through the Buck Building and took 
such measures as were necessary to protect 
the valuable stock. Nothing was removed 
except afew valuables. The store next, east, 
No. 207, is occupied by Mm. H. Markham, on 
the tirst floor and Tedrorad?& Hartnett the up- 
per stories. The whole building was too fuil 
of smoke for the firemen to operate. The 
large building on the northwest corner of 
Third ana Pine,and which extends back to the 
little blind which adjoins the Comique on the 
east, was entirely free from smoke from the 
beginning and the best place for the firemen 
to operate Irom.

Fright on Olive Street. 
Back of the theater the buildings are all low 
and ofa dilapidated character. Hardly three 
engines had gotten to work before the people 


doing business on Olive street, between Tnir4 
and Fourth, became thoroughly frightened. 
The Luclede building, in which Lupe’s billiard 
100m is situated, was soon filied with smoke, 
ard on the third stories of alt the Olive street 
stores of that block the smoke was very un- 
comfortable, and the roofs were seen to be 
blistering avd cracking. Some ot the small 
dealers on this block lost no time in removing 
their stocks across the way. A talloringes- 
tablishment was thus emptied in a few min- 
utes, and it wasdeemed quite exciting when 
Lupe’s famous whisky began to roll over tne 
street in barrels. 


The Commercial College. 

When the fire had reached its highest point 
a panic seized the students of Stratton’s Com- 
mercial College, which is located in one of 
the buildings on Fourth street that extends 
back to theComique. It sems the fire made 
these quarters rather warm for such weather 
as this, and, suddenlv getting the idea that 
the building was on fire, they 
deserted the pen and journal and frantically 
rushed with one accord down the steep stairs 
leading to Fourth street. Luckily nocne was 
hurt, although people on the sidewalk 
thought the building had fallen when the boys 
stampeded. 


A Narrow Escape. 
For full half an hour it looked as though the 
east wall was bound to fall, and in that event 
it was expected that the large building across 


the alley, and occupying the nothwest corner 
of Third and Pine, would take fire. This 
building was “put up in 1866 by a 
building association, of which Mr. R D. 
Lancaster is secretary, and cost about $70,- 
600. Otten the theater wall was seen to trem- 
ble and sway to and fro like the branch of a 
tree. The windows were closed with iron 
shutters, and thus the flames were kept in, but 
the smoke broke out in angry spurts throagh 
the crevices and gave terrible warning 

the frightful torrent ot flames 
that was trying to break 
its bounds. A fireman went into the alley 
trom Pine street with a pike inhis handto 
break open one ofthe windows atthe north 
end so that a stream could be got in. Every- 
body who saw it said it was a dangerous thing 
for the man to do, as the wall looked 
as though it was bound to 
tumble down and bory e very- 
thing heneath it. Tne man had just begun to 
pull the iron shutters open when Uhief Sexton 


sa him aud yelled at him to move back at 


once. The first command he did not hear, the 
second he did and he turned, and after he had 
made about two steps a heavy section of 
the upper part of the wall 
came down with a crash. Those who were 
standing outside thought the fireman had been 
caught, but he soon emerged from the smoke 
unbart, the bricks having missed him about 
two feet. It was undouvtediy the narrowest 
escape of the day. 


The Colored Janitor Hart. 

Jchn Hurd, a colored man of about forty 
years of age, hasbeen janitor of the theater 
tor the last four years, and resides in it. 
When the fire was discovered he was on the 
way back from Milford’s restaurant with the 


breakfast of one of the actresses, Mrs.Gilmore. 
When he arrived back the alarm had 
just sounded. He failed to deliver the 
breakfast and went to work to help remove 
thefurniture. While standing below on the 
pavement a marble table top was pitched out 
of the window which struck himon the back 
of the hand. The lefthand was very badly 
cut. He was escorted by friends to a neigh- 
boring drug store and had his wound dressed. 
When seen at 2 o’clock he was suffering 
greatly and was in the engine room of the 
Globe-Democrat office. 


Origin of the Fire. 

Nothing absolutely positive is known of the 
origin of the fire, but there seems to be but 
little doubt thatit was caused through some 
detectin the furnace used for heating the 


building. Several men were upstairs in the 
third floor burning cork for 
the negro song and dance men, 
whena little boy named Frank went down 
stairs and came running back saying the stage 
was on fire. The men rushed down but could 
see nothing forthe smoke. Riehard Shay,one 
ofthe property men, attempted to haul out 
some ot the scenery, but 
was forced to desist. The 
drop curtain was down, which prevented,ina 
great measure, a correct idea being obtained 
-This 
fact was unusual, as the curtain was never 
lowered until the afternoon. In a twink- 
ling thes scenery was burning 
and the flies caught, sending 
the flames to the roof and into the rooms 
where the stage properties and other things 
were stored. Richard Shay expressed the be- 
lief that an incendiary had been at work, but 
Harry Maxon, the treasurer, scouted this 
thought, and asserted that it was caused by 
the furnace under the stage, where the fire 
first broke out. 


Who Gave the Alarm. 
Charles Elliott, a barkeeper at the Comique, 
ssid he was standing near the bar in the thea- 
ter when his attention was attracted by the 


smell ot smoke. Hurrying out into the thea- 
ter he sawthe flames leuping out from under 
the stage. He immediately has- 
tened outside to turn on an 
alarm, but experienced great difficulty 
in finding a policeman to attend to the mat- 
ter. One trouble was the fact that the water 
was turned off on Pine street, and it took 
some time to finda key to turn it on. Had 
there been water on the street, they could 
haye put out the fire with the Comique hose. 


Manager Smith. 

Can youtell me anything about the fire, 
Mr. Smith?“ said a POST-DISPATCH reporter as 
he approached that gentleman in front of the 
theater during the conflagration. 

„I don’t know much about it, as everything 


occurred 80 quick that I have not 
had time to think hardly. The 
theater evidently caught fire trom the fice 
leading under the stage. We could have ex- 
tinguished it ourselves had not the water been 
shut ofl. You see they were fixing the pipes 
on Fine street here and we could get no 
water. ‘*Then there was great difficulty about 
getting an alarm turned on. It must have 
been over ten minutes before we got the fire 
department here. 

„Will the loss be severe?“ 

Only in one particular. We are insured, but 
vou know this is our best season andthe the- 
ter was making money right along. Tais tire 
will put an end to our great expectations for 
big Christmas money. 

‘*Will the Comique be rebuilt?’’ 

That 1 cannot tell, I am in hopes so. 


Annie Gilmore’s Story. 
Annie Gilmore, a prepossessing girl, one ot 
the serio comic actresses with the troupe at 
present performing at the Comique, rushed 


out of the theater shortly after it caught fire 
and some minutes before the alarm was 
sounded. She was seen by a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter in the Globe-Democrat counting 
room afew minutes after the fire broke out 
and gave the following account,of the origin 
of the fire: ‘‘l was in my room in 
the building adjoining the theater when some 
one yelled fire. I rushed down stairs and no-

The Losses. 
The building was owned by Alfred G. Baker, 
ot Philadelphia, and is not worth over i$30,- 
000. The insurance is $18,500, which wiil

ANOTHER DECISION. 


A Habeas Corpus Matter Decided on the 
Points Raised by Basch. 


Judge Laughlin to-day rendered a decision 
in the habeas corpus case of Peter Connelly, 
who isconfined inthe Work house since last 
September ona sentence imposed by Judge 
Cady. The case is almost a parallel to that of 
Blythe’s, which Counsellor Busch conducted, 
and by which he broke the ice tor his brother 


attorneys. The decision says: ‘Asin Blythe’s 
case no formal information was ever lodged 
against Connelly by the Prosecuting Attorney 
of the court, but the cour.’s warrant was is- 
sued upon tne simple affidavit of a person not 
N law oflicer, and all the subsequent proceed- 
ings rest srolely upon the charge thus pre- 
terxred. The questions are, did the Cou tof 
Oriminal Correction ever have jurisdiction 
ofthe person of the petitioner andis the 
judgment pronourced bvygit valid? The pro- 
virions of law are pertectly plain. Juvge 
Laughlin holds that for want of the proper in- 
folmation the Court never acquired jurisdic- 
tion of the case and its judgment is a nullity. 
Astuiningthat the proper information was 
lodged ,the question arose,did the Court under 
the law bave aright to sentence the detend- 
ants tothe Work-house for a pertod of one 
vear’ The courtsay that a direct sentence to 
the Work-house is not authorized and that 
the defendantcan only betbus sentenced for 
the non-payment ot fine and costs. For want 
of jurisdiction in the Court ot Criminal Correc- 
tion to pronounce the sentence complained ot 
Connolly was discharged.
